THE CHINA MAUL. 


HONGKONG, saTvpar, MaRcH 24, 1877. 


Trere has béon during the last six or 
eight months an exceptional amount of 
writing and discussion, both in China 
and the Straits Settléments, in regard to 
Beoret. Societies, The subject is an 'im- 
portant and interesting one, and has 
always engaged:the attention, more or 
less, of foreign residents in the Far East, 
but latterly several special circumstances 
have.tended to invest it with an unusual 
ameunt of interest, Wo have had, for 
instanoe, a number of the most populous 
cities in China thrown into a state of 
intense excitement through the “ paper- 
men” mania, said to be the result of the 
machinations of certain Secret Societies ; 
then-a crusade has apparently been com- 
menced ‘against all such organisations by 
‘the Chineso Government, and, lastly, in 
the Straits, the Chinese ‘“ Kongsees ” 
‘zeom to form the piéce de résistance among 
the many other matters our friends atSin- 
gapore have for’ their mental digestion. 
‘Within the prosent month the Legislative 
Council of the Settlements has actually 
discussed a motion for tho introduction 


1 of a measure by the Government for.the 


suppreasion of Beoret Bocieties, In pre 
vious articles we have noticed two bills 
introduced into the Council at Singapore 
and read a second time, one for appoint 
ing Protestors of Chinese and establishing 
depbte for immigrants, and the other for 
the prevention, of crimping, On the 
former bill being brought before the 
Council, Mr Read, an unofficial member, 
presented a motion to the effect that it 
was expedient before proceeding with the 
measure that another. one should be 
introduced by tho. Government for 
suppressing the Chinese Secret Societies, 
‘A lengthened discussion ensued on this 
motion, but it was ultimately with- 
drawn, as : eh a 
While we should view with favour 
an, 
by the Straits Government to annihilate 
these troublesome and dangerous otgani- 
pations, yet te can scarcely see the force 
of Mr Read's contention that this. work 
should necessarily: precede the appoint. 
ment of Protectors of Chinese: and the 
entablishment: of depéts for immigrants, 
These Protectors will be men thoroughly 
¢onvermant with the Chinese and their 
langbage, and we should imagine they 
would be of the greatest nasistance to 
the Government in any efforts it may 
make for the suppression of the “ Kong- 
tees.” It is admitted that at the preront 
time there is only one Europesn official 
ofthe Government who is able to con- 
verse in Ohinese, Now {t céems to us 
that the task of eatinguishing thexe 
ecrat Societies is one in whith the. ser- 
vices. of a nttmbor of intelligent .and 
‘ell-edavated Europeans are. almost: iv- 
dispensable ; hence ‘the advisability of 
paseing the Immigration Ordinante Sret;

|LOSS OF THE BRITISH SHIP 
Batons = ' INVERERNE. 
‘Wo haye been fevoured with the following 


e decourit of the loas-of the British ship In- 


vererno, by one, of the eight survivors i— 
Ths Incererne, Capt, D. Foreman, left Pas- 
surwan (Jove), on the 23rd Dec., loaded 
with sugar and bound to the English Chan- 


pel for orders. Land was last seen about 
noon of the 30th. 


Tt was then blowing 
fresh and the wind was increasing, the 
royals were stowed, and between 6 and 8 

~ o'clock p.m., ‘the top-gallant saile~ wera 
taken in. ‘The wind gontinued to freshen, 
and ‘during the first’ watoh-érom 8 to 12 
midnight, she was running under glose- 
reefed topsails, “This canvas was oarried 
until 7 pam. of -the-dlst, when a squall 


ntruck her ond she heeled over. The main-° 


gail was at once hauled up and stowed, and 
itwas then discovered ‘that the cargo had 
\ ghifted a little. Nothing remarkable oceur- 
red until 2:30 am. of the 1st January, 
when she made some vory heavy lurches. 
All bands were at once called on deck, and 
efforts were made to wear her round, but 
although she was. given. every inch of 
Ganvas, except the royal, forward, she 
would’ not go off. the wind.

swim made a pluoge for the boats, The: 
captein, 2nd oflicer, carpenter, one appren-. 
tice and. four able seamen got into ons}:

Arthur Abraham, Thomas _ Harding, and 

ohn Dufly (seamen), got into the other; 
these latter being the eight men aaved. The 
chief officor (Mr P, Pender) was. seen on the 
yessel’s keol when she disappeared, and.the 
boatewain (W. May) was ‘seen clinging to @ 
hatch. Emile’ Parvenus, and Joseph Gates 

(seamen). were missing, and it was supposed 
that they had got entangled in the wreok- 
age. When the boat wos_xeached it-was 
bottom up, and by tho time they had 
succeeded in righting hor and bailed tho 

water out, all traoe of the ship and the other 

boat. hed disappeared. They had only one 
oar and no provisions in the boat ond a heavy 
soa was running at the time, but by dint of 

‘careful management thoy. snoceeded in keep- 

ing her afloat; and after 8 days of feartul 

privations, drifted ashore on the South side 
bf the island of Sumbawa, The only nour- 
ishment they had duting the whole of this 
three birds (Boobies) which 
they bad managed to ontch. One or two of 
drinking salt water 
were beginning to rave; and another 24 hours 
would Lave added another sad phase to 
the story. When they reached the Jand the 
had to exist on leaves and a fow shell-fis 
for five days, being afraid to leave thé coast 
for fear they should be syuble to procure 
water, On the 7th doy they fell in with 
some of the natives, who, it appears, treated 
thom very Kindly and conducted them across 

; to the Dutch Settlement at Bima. 
‘Here they remained 8 days and. were then 

‘gent to the British Consul at Sourabaya, 

where they arrived salely on the 16th 
February, 47 days after they lost their ship, 
The names of those who wore in tho missing 
boat are Captain D, Foreman, Mr Thomas

the Noval establishment of the States was 
comparatively small, and that without the 
aid of privateers they would not be able to, 
protect their commerce in war time,” ;

mperor, June 12th 1858, and published in 
the Moniteur of July 14th 1858; wherein 
the said Minister for Foreign Affairs states 
the case as follows :="*The United States 
would also be ready to grant their adhesion 
if it were added to the enunciation of the 
abolition of Privateoring, that the’ private 
property of altizens, subjeota of the bellige- 
rent powers, would'be free from: seizure at 
sea from the ‘war navies respootively. 
Save these exc-ptions, all tho cabinets have 
adhered without reserve to the four prin.

‘Congresa of Paris!” 2dly, President Pierce 
embodied in a Message to the Congress 
of the United States the following exposition 
of the ‘American view of the principle 
involved in the question of the employment 
of privateers i—*‘ The proposal to surrender 
the right to employ privateers is professed- 
ly founded upon-the principle, that private 
property of uvoffending non-co ubatants, 
thuugh eneinies, should be exempt from the 
ravages of war ; but the proposed surrender. 
gos but little way ‘in carrying out that 
principle, which equally requires that such 
private property should not be seized’ or 
mulested ‘by “national ships of war. 
Should the leading Powers’ of Kurope 
concur in proposing, as a rule of interna-

cruisers as well aa privateers, the United

instrument which was merely 2 fat piece of 
iron with a hole in one end of it, the use-of 
which was to hook on the canine tecth when 
they were irregular and -by a sudden jerk 
upwards remove them We saw 8 tooth 
removed in this way, but the instrument 
was concealed, and’ it was done «0 cleverly. 
that we could not find out_at the time how 
it was accomplished. : 

In the above-mentioned case the dentist 
applied a powder to the gums quite freely, 
at three different times, at each occasion 
letting it remain from five 
We.watched the case very closely, and con- 
tluded from tho.dentist’s movements that 
he was about to extract the tooth; so while 
he was looking for his instruments ‘and a 
cloth to conceal the same, we took the liberty 
to..open the patient’s mouth and olosely 
examine the tooth and gum, and as was 
expected found the tooth and gum positive- 
ly ‘unaffected ; this powder was used for-no 
Other purpose but to deceive the patient and 
those: observing the operation. In using 
the thumb and fore-tinger or either of the 
above instruments in twisting or. Poshiog the 
tooth from its attachment. to.the gum the 
tooth sometimes falls upon the floor of the 
mouth. and the patient spits it out at once, 
but more frequently it is left slightly at-.

Bolkan range. The Turkish army is now 
all in first line, Regiments of. untrained 
men, with only five or six oflloors to 
battalion, are sent to the front, while no 
depdte or reserves of any kind exist which 
could help to repair. a disaster, Thus, this 
line once pierced, nothing exists to prevent 
a Russian march on Constantinople.“ -. ;

for toars that are not false, Tho burstings 
of boilers and of bubble companies cause 
cceans of real tears to be shed. What with 
railway accidents, sbipwreoks, strikes, 
lockouts,. murders, and executions there 
are genuine tears shod in abpndanco, in 
time of peace as well as in tims of war. 
With genuine tears we have had in the 
observations which we have been making 
nothitig whatever to do, As we have already 
stated, there.is no att in shedding thet ; 
they well ip from the heart of their own 
accord, . Our. business has been. with the 
Art of Weeping,—with shat tears, tears 
shed for a purpose, and to gain an end, and

Tho Prussian gin Sl yeaey their * recon- 
nuissaices up to Monbard, I received orders 
to proceed at once to Semur, to prevent their 
foraging parties from visiting that'town and 
Sanlicu. We had ouly ‘arrived the day 
before from Dole, ‘andthe 4th Brigade ‘was 
scarcely organised, but'as with our general- 
in-ohief orders hid ‘to be: oboyed’ first and 
reasons given afterwards, I picked ten of the 
best companies (the brigade was composed of 
Frane-tireurs and Mobiles), and leaving the 
rest to follow started for Semur, We arrived 
there about 5 o’clook on the third doy, and 
hearing that the Ublans had been in Mon- 
bard the day before, we at once pushed on, 
arriving there at about 10 at night. I was 
there informed that large bodies of troops 
were constantly passing Chatillon-sur-Seine, 
marching in a westerly direction—in fact, 
strengthening tho Prussian army corps that 
was keeping the French army in. check 
before Orleans, 

Lt became evident that w brilliant coup-de- 
main might be effected, if we succeéded in 
surprising the depdt they had: established 
there, composed of about a thousand men, 
under the command of Count Alvsleben. 
The chief difficulty Jay in the fact that large 
bodies of troops were continually either in it 
or-near it, Strong patrols of- cavalry issued 
twice a day along the road leading to Mon- 
pard; but in the night time everything was 
concentrated in Chatillon, In actual war- 
fare surprises are generally effected before 
the revell sounds,. that is, between 3 and 6 
in the morning; so it is most important to 
know at what time the enemy is on foot. 
The Prussian patrols generally started about 
half-past 6 or 7 (it being winter time it was 
scareely daylight at that hour), and con- 
tinued till 8 or 10 at night, so.

The rule which forbids thetransmiasion 
through the Post of any article likely to 
injure. the contents of the Mail Bags or 
Boxes,: or the person of any Officer of the 
Post Office is, of course, applicable to the 
Pattern Post; and a packet containing any- 
thing of the kind will be stopped, and not 
sent to its destination, Articles such as

The Post Office isnot, by law, rosponsible 
for any loss or inconvenience which may 
arise from the non-delivery, mis-sending, 
or mis-delivery of any letter, book, or other 
postal tame (sven if the packet: be ro- 
gistorod) ; nor is thé Post Office responsible 
for any injury. which a packet may sustain 
during its transmission, : 

To guard against such injury-all postal 
packets which are likely \to-suffer from 
stamping or from great pressure should be 
placed in Bttdig Covers; ahd oven. wi is 
precaution ‘no fragile article should: be sent 
through the Post. Itshould be remembered 
that every packet has to be handled several 
times; that it is exposed ‘to considerable 
pressure and friction in the mall bag ; and 
that, whenever the bag:has.in the course’ of 
its. transmission to be transferred by means 
of the railway apparatus, the risk of injury 

jg much increased, ~ 

No. information can be given respeoting 
letters which pass through a Post Office 
except to the persons to whom they are 
addressed j and in no other way is official 
information of a private character allowed 
to be made public. A Postmaster may,- 
however, give an address if he has no reason 
to believe that the person whose address it 
ig would disapprove of:his doing so. 

Postmasters are not allowed to return any 
-letter or other packet to the writer or sender, 
or to ‘any-one else, or to delay-forwarding 
it to its destination according to the address, 
even though a request to such: effect bo 
. written thereon, 

Poxstmasters are not bound to give change, 
nor are they authorised to demand change ; 
and when money. {is paid at a Post Office, 
whether as change or otherwise, no question 
as to its right amount, goodness, or weight 
oan be entertained after it has been removed 
from the counter. 7 

Postmasters. are not bound to weigh any 
letters or other packets for the public, but 
they may do so Jf their duty be not thereby 
impeded. 


The practice of sealing letters pansing to 
and from the Hast and West Indios, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
(except such as is specially prepared), is 
attended with much inconvenience, and 
frequently with serious injury, not only to 
the letters so sealed but to the other letters 
in the mai), from the melting of the wax and 
adhesion of the letters to each other, The 
public are therefore recommended, -in all 
such cases,.to tse either wafera or gum, and 
to advise théir correspondents in the coun-
